rafts at $125 each. This figure was 
not acceptable lo the army and In- 
ternational and others later sub- 
mitted further bids, Interii'ationals 
price now dropped' to $101, the 
highest of the lot. 


General Browning reported 
to 


the 
under-isecretary 
that Heinze, 


a 
few 
days 
later, 
telephoned 


Wright Field at JJaylon, O., where 
the procurement of these rafts was 
being handled, insisting on a con- 
tract for 5,000 rafts for Interna- 
lional Latex. The army

Final, adjusted price was $72, and 
l.hat this figure was the hghest of 
six orders with the exception of 
line offer, by a much smaller com- 
pany havin'g only 14 employees at 
the lime.

Having related Ihe incidents and 


reported the pressure from Heinze, 
General Browning 
informed 
the 


War Department1, officially, 
that, 


few months later, in Sept. 1943, 


Heinze quit the government 
and 


became general manager of 
the 


company whose interests he had so 
vigorously advanced. Heinze is now 
listed as vice-president and gener- 
al manager of International Latex, 
with a plant at Dover, Del. His sal- 
ary as a government oficial was 
•about $8,000 a year. He has refused 
lo lulk but doubtless could be re- 
quired to tell the facts by the Mead 
committee, including the salary of- 
fered by International to 
induce 


him to leave the government. 


Abraham N. Spancl, the presi-

Latex, 


born in Russia, is an important 
contributor to the propaganda of 
the New Deal, notably Henry Wal- 
lace, in the form, of a program of 
paid . advertisements in 
a 
large 


list of newspapers, 
consisting of 


political material. Heinze formerly 
operated in Hollywood and was, I 
understand, a tax consultant 
for 


movie actors and magnates.

rafts at $125 each. This figure was 
not acceptable lo the army and In- 
ternational and others later sub- 
mitted further bids, Interii'ationals 
price now dropped' to $101, the 
highest of the lot. 


General Browning reported 
to 


the 
under-isecretary 
that Heinze, 


a 
few 
days 
later, 
telephoned 


Wright Field at JJaylon, O., where 
the procurement of these rafts was 
being handled, insisting on a con- 
tract for 5,000 rafts for Interna- 
lional Latex. The army

Final, adjusted price was $72, and 
l.hat this figure was the hghest of 
six orders with the exception of 
line offer, by a much smaller com- 
pany havin'g only 14 employees at 
the lime.

Having related Ihe incidents and 


reported the pressure from Heinze, 
General Browning 
informed

Heinze is now 
listed as vice-president and gener- 
al manager of International Latex, 
with a plant at Dover, Del.
